NORFOLK, Va., Va, May 30 (AP).— 
Two Axis torpedoes broke the back 
of a-medium-sized British cargo 
ship off the Atlantic coast May 10, 
killing nine Lascar crewmen and 
sending 72 survivors adrift in two 
lifeboats for 36 hours before they 
were rescued, the Navy announced 
today. 

The survivors were landed at an- 
other East Coast port and were 
brought'to Norfolk the night of 
May 27, leaving for New York the 
next day. They included 23 Brit- 
ish and 49 natives of India. 

Capt. Edward Gough told naval 
officers the torpedoing was the 
fourth he had experieced in this 
war. 

Third Engineer William McGil- 
livwry was severely scalded in the 
ship’s engine room where he was 
on watch when the torpedoes 
struck amidship. Describing the 
engineer's escape as a “miracle” 
Capt. Gough said McGillivwry was 
pinned against the ceiling of the 
engine room by water which quick- 
ly filled the compartment. The 
ship shifted, however, and the en- 
gineer was able to get a little 
breathing space and from there 
fought his way to safety. 

McGillivwry is in a hospital at 
the port to which the survivors 
were first taken.

Each is 96 years 
old. Claypool is commander-in- 
chief of the United Confederate 
Veterans. 

An impressive feature of the 
program was a mass pledge of al- 
legiance to the flag, lead by Neal 
Capaldo.

The Houston, Leave for Training 


Roosevelt in Message Says Debt to the Enemy 
Who Sank Cruiser ‘Will Be 
Paid in Full.’

HOUSTON, Tex., May 30 (AP).— 
The Houston volunteers, 1000 
strong, who have vowed to avenge 
the cruiser Houston, boarded spe- 
cial trains for a naval training 
station tonight after a resounding 
send-off from more than 200,000 
yelling Texans. 

Their mothers and fathers, wives 
and sweethearts, friends and neigh- 
bors from all over Texas jammed 
the heart of downtown Houston to 
see the volunteers take the oath of 
allegiance. 

President Roosevelt pledged in a 
message to the volunteers that the 
loss of the Houston would be re- 
paid in full, 

The President’s message ‘was 
read amid thunderous applause by 
Mayor Neal Pickett from the re- 
viewing stand at the bow of a 60- 
foot model of the Houston. 

Among naval officers present for 
the ceremony was Rear Admiral 
William A. Glassford Jr., in com- 
mand of American naval forces in 
the Southwest Pacific when the 
Houston went down. 

Telling of the loss of the Hous- 
ton, Admiral Glassford said maneu- 
vers of the cruiser in her last days 
were “courageously and gallantly” 
made to relieve and support other 
Allied warships. 

The men will reprace those who 
went down with the vessel in the 
Battle of the Java Sea. 

“On this Memorial Day,” the 
message said, “all America joins 
with you who are gathered in 
proud tribute to a great ship and a 
gallant company of American offi- 
cers and men. That fighting ship 
and those fighting Americans shall 
live forever in our hearts, 

Knew and Loved That Ship. 

"I knew that ship and loved 
her. Her officers and men were 
my friends. 

“When ship and men went down, 


still fighting, they did not go down 
to defeat. They had helped re- 
move at least two heavy cruisers 
and probably other vessels from 
the active list of the enemy’s 
ranks. The officers and men of 
the U. S. S. Houston were priv- 
ileged to prove, once again, that 
free Americans consider no price 
too high to pay in defense of their 
freedom. The officers and men 
of the U. 8S. S. Houston drove a 
hard bargain. They sold their lib- 
erty and their lives most dearly. 

“The spirit of those officers and 
men is still alive. That is being 
proved today in -Houston, in all 
Texas, in all America. Not one of 
us doubts that the thousand naval 
recruits. sworn in today will carry 
on with the same determined spirit 
shown by the gallant: men who 
have gone before them. Not one 
of us doubts that every true Texan 
and every true American will back 
up these new fighting men, and all 
our fighting men, with all our 
hearts and al] our efforts, 

More U. 8. 8S. Houstons. 

“Our enemies have given us the 
chance to prove that there will be 
another U. S. S. Houston, and yet 
another U. S. S. Houston if that be- 
comes necessary, and still another 
U. 8S. S. Houston as long as Amer- 
ican ideals are in jeopardy. Our 
enemies have given us the chance 
to prove that an attack on peace- 
loving but proud Americans is the 
very gravest of all mistakes. 

“The officers and men of the 
U. S. 8. Houston have placed us 
all in their debt by winning a part 
of the victory which is our com- 
mon goal. 

“Reverently, and with all humil- 
ity, we acknowledge this debt. To 
those officers and men, wherever 
they may be, we give our solemn 
pledge that the debt will be paid 
in full.” .

ONLY ONE AUTO DEATH HERE

Four Since Traffic Campaign Be-

Only one motor vehicle fatality 
occurred here in May, up to last 
night, compared with 12 in May, 
1941, it is announced by Capt.

HILE the top men around President 
W Roosevelt are for the most part the old 
familiar standbys out of the New Deal 
past, the war and the pre-war crisis have

men less well known to the public, younger 
men who are carrying not a little of the 
burden. 

Seme are newcomers, part of the invasion 
of the capital by thousands anxious to make 
some contribution toward victory. Others 
have been a part of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion almost from the beginning but remained 
comparatively unknown until the world crisis 
made it imperative to use all: resources. of 
intellect and energy. 

In the face of the terrible reverses of re- 
cent months, the President has been criti- 
cised for having so many older men—men 
in their late 60s or 70s—in positions of high- 
est responsibility, but the fact is, in certain 
instances at least, that while the older men 


have the office, it is the younger men who 


are doing the lion’s share of the work.

Perkins, 42 years old, was a suc- 
cessful bag manufacturer in Houston, Texas.

By 1923 he 
was sales manager in Houston and three 
years later he founded, with a partner, his 
own business, a story completely in the 
American tradition. 

Transplanted to the South, he naturally 
became a.

about it. In 19365, Perkins became an as- 
sistant to the Secretary of Agriculture. A 
little later he was to develop and expand 
the basic idea of the food stamp plan—a 
system for getting so-called surplus foods 
out to people who have never had enough 
to eat. 

When the problem of supplying Britain 


‘with food came along, Perkins was the man 


for the job, ‘since he knew his way both in 
Government and business. He did a heroic 
job of organization, keying lease-lend pur- 
chases with purchases for the Surplus Com- 
modities Corporation. Overwork—approxi- 
mately 18 hours a day—brought on an ill- 
ness that put him in a hospital for many 
weeks. Recovering, he was named executive 
director of the Board of Economic Warfare. 

Dean Acheson, 49, comes from a conserva- 
tive, moneyed ‘background. At Yale he 
made a senior society, knew the right people. 
At Harvard law school his brilliance won 
him the notice of Prof. (now Justice) Felix 
Frankfurter who had his: eye out for young 
men of promise. Through Frankfurter, 
‘Acheson became secretary to the late Justice 
Louis D. Brandeis, a relationship which was 
to make a deep impression on him as he 
testified, with simple eloquence, when he 
spoke at Brandeis’ funeral. 

But even though he sat in the glow of 
Brandeis’. liberal philosophy, his rare hu- 
manity, for two years, Acheson remained in 
the conservative wing of the Democratic par- 
ty. He supported Roosevelt.in '32 and was 
rewarded with appointment as Under Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, an office which he held 
only from May to November of 1933. At 
that point he became disgusted with Roose- 
velt’s fiscal policies and resigned to become 
a partner in the proud, rich law firm of Cov- 
ington, Burling, Rublee, Acheson & Shorb. 

As the war crisis deepened in 1940, Ache- 
son became a convinced interventionist and 
finally he concluded that only through the 
re-election of President Roosevelt could the 
country assume what he believed to be its 
rightful role in world affairs. His plea for 
‘Roosevelt’s re-election, in the form of a let- 
‘ter to the New York Times, was widely quot- 
red during the campaign.

| Why the Russians Fight So Hard; 
Alexander Werth Gives Partial 
Answer in ‘Moscow War Diary’ 


To Them Total War Means Work for Every 
Man, Woman and Child—‘Their Sufferings 
Are Equaled Only by Their Bravery’ for 


the Homeland.

Everyone Must Help. 

“Total war” in Russia, Werth 
says, means that all Russians, in- 
cluding small children who report 
the presence of foreigners to the 
police, are contributing to what 
again is known as the “Homeland” 
or the “Motherland.” 

The day he left Moscow, he wrote 
in his diary: 

“The sufferings of the Russian 
people are equaled only by their 
bravery. I felt that it would be all 
right in the end—but at what a 
price in Russian blood.” 


Under the Russian system, every 
citizen must help in the war effort 
—or else. As Werth puts it, the 
Moscow firefighting system is bet- 
ter than London’s because no 
shirking is allowed. He observed 
after the first Moscow raid: 

“Three fellows guilty of neglect, 
and so responsible for the destruc- 
tion by fire of a large warehouse 
worth three million rubles, have 
been shot. I wonder what London 
would look like if, last September, 
a few City business men had been 
shot for going off for the week 
end with their office keys.” 

One of Werth’s colleagues point- 
ed out that “voluntary” did not 
mean the same thing in Moscow 
and England and that the fire- 
fighting squads were recruited by 
the house committees which have 
almost plenary powers. Werth re- 
ported, however, a conversation 
with a “Komsomolka”—something 
like an older Girl Scout—who was 
not bothered about the loss of 
‘sleep. | 

“We don't all fire-watch every 
night,” she said, “and anyone can 
stay up a couple of nights a week 
without hurting himself.” 


Selfless Attitude. 

Werth reports a similar selfless 
attitude episode on the Smolensk 
front. He asked one of the woman 
auxiliaries if her family was not 
worried about her. 

“I suppose they are,” she replied. 
“But what am I? All of us have 
a far greater worry; b bake dhe gua 
Scat hain 


Werth adds that she did not say 
this for effect—“there was an earn- 
est look on her little pale face.” 

The Russians, Werth believes, 
are prepared to be ruthless with 
the Germans, and it is not as a 
joke that he reports that Vice- 
Commissar Lozovsky, the Foreign 
Office spokesman “laid down some- 
thing of a principle for settling the . 
German problem” when he said: 

“We should start by shooting the 
S. S. and other Gestapo chaps— 
that is, some 300,000; they are Hit- 
ler’s immediate fellow criminals.” 
‘Defending Something.’ 

In telling “why” the Russians 
are fighting, Werth says that it is 
more than peasant’s love for his 
land or the city dweller’s love for 
his surroundings. The property of 
Werth’s father, a Russian engineer 
—his mother was British—was con- 
fiscated after the Russian Revolu- 
tion, and Werth is no Communist 
or ‘fellow traveler, 

“They are defending something,” 
he writes, “their country, their re- 
gime, which, whatever one may 
say, are all part of the same thing. 
There is no longer a dividing line 
between ‘Soviet’ and ‘Russia.’ Even 
the old people have accepted it, 
have become reconciled to it, espe- 
cially since it has become a na- 
tionalist regime. And though it is 
ruthless in some ways, even the 
most critically-minded feel that, at 
least potentially, it is a good re- 
gime, with the Stalin Constitution 
as a basis for the future. - 

“The Army's resistance is, of 
course, strengthened and supported 
by iron discipline. Timoshenko has 
the strongest views on that sub- 
ject; but anyone who makes wise- 
cracks—and Ihave heard some— 
to the effect that this war is ‘run 
by the G. P. U.,’ is just a fool. 

“A thousand problems will, of 


course, arise when Russia ranks 


among the victors of Germany—as 
the chief victor, or as England’s 
canjequal, Perhaps, almost certainly, 
some of our Tories are already 
getting cold feet at the prospect.

And let it be reiterated that Judge Gantt is not 

alone in his opinion of the majority's decision, Judge 
Hays joined him in dissenting and three of the 
court’s Commissioners—Hyde, Dalton and Bradley— 
believe the majority opinion to be wrong. It is five 
against five, and the public can choose which five 
are right. 
But as to the humor. After Judge Gantt wrote 
his flaming dissent, his perplexed and bewildered 
colleagues undertook to answer him. Leedy, Tipton, 
Douglas and Ellison wrote replies, but all except 
Tipton withdrew them. | 
In his reply to these defensive opinions, Judge 
Gantt places his colleagues in various “departments.” 
He places Leedy and Tipton in the “dust and noise” 
department. He says they were put in that depart- 
ment because of their ability to make “blustering 
bluffs.” “They ‘kick up’ dust,” he says, “and make 
strange and unusual noises, intending thereby to di- 
vert attention.” 
Gantt says Leedy is known to the bench and bar 
for his “disinclination to work. He is long on pa- 
rade and very, very short on work and labor, Other 
Judges and Commissioners have been compelled to 
write the opinions in many cases assigned to him in 
regular order, some of those cases having been held 
up from one to three years because of his disinclina- 
tion to labor. In other words, he has been a burden 
to carry during the nine years he has been on the 
bench. All of the active members of the bar know 
of this condition.” 

One by one, Gantt takes on his opponents. “I next 

take Tipton J.,” says he. Tipton “states that to

Iam a member. I have defamed no court, As an in- 

stitution, the court cannot be defamed.

Tips on Your Victory Orchard. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
H ERETOFORE you have magnant- 

Amously permitted me to cast vitriolic. 
aspersions on the venerable Elberta peach 
and question the utility and lusciousness 
of other favorite fruits; encouraged, 1 
am here again today with a cautious 
condemnation of growing apples on 
standard trees for wartime fruit. 

Standard apple trees, given optimum 
soil, moisture and intelligent care, rarely, 
if ever, bear fruit for five or 10 years 
after planting. The war should be over 
then. They will hence fail of their 

urpose. 
r The dwarf apples, now obtainable at 
many Eastern nurseries, have definitely 
more promise for the family with patriot- 
ic fervor but limited space. The com- 
plete dwarf apple trees—Malling 9-stock 
to nursery men—never grow taller than 
about eight feet and bear in two years. 
The semi-dwarf — Malling 4stock — are 
probably best, attain a height of 12 to 
15 feet at full maturity and bear at four 
years. Red and Yellow Delicious and 
other varieties are obtainable on the 
dwarf stocks. The fruits on these ab- 
breviated trees are large and fine. 

Obviously, crops from the dwarf trees 
will not flood the apple market, but they 
will give some pie stock in double-quick 
time. Most standard apple trees sorely 
disappoint; I have 15-year-old Winesaps 
in my commercial orchard that have 
never borne a crop, despite meticulous 
attention to all productive details. 

Incidentally, our modern horticultural 
wizards, such as as Dr. Nels Hansen of 
South Dakota, have created all sorts of 
dwarf fruits that are notable for early 
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bearing. Urbanites with the vernal urge 
will find them ideally adapted to the cur-

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; FOR BETTER JURIES. 

The grand jury and the Governmental Research 
Institute last week agreed that the worst flaw in 
a generally better-than-average system of selecting 
Circuit Court jurors is the present method of can- 
vassing. 

This is done largely in places of business, and 
while it has resulted in lists fairly representative 
of the population so far as residence, occupation, 
age, etc., are concerned, it does not bring in in- 
formation enough about prospective jurors. A naan 
who has been convicted of a felony, for example, is 
not likely to disclose this fact in the presence of 
his fellow workers... The employment of temporary 
$5-a-day canvassers also does not contribute to the 
adequacy of the lists. 

The grand jury and the private agency recom- 
mended the employment of a permanent staff. The 
Institute went even farther and suggested that, if 
possible, the canvassing be eliminated altogether. 
Instead, it would have jury lists compiled from the 
lists of registered voters. Prospects would then 
be summoned by mail to the offices of the Jury 
Supervisors, there to fill out a questionnaire and 
to be given a personal interview. 

The two investigations made it clear that the 


jurors as it was of competent ones. The Institute 
cited tests which showed that a large number of 
jurors, intelligent as they might otherwise be, simply 
did not understand the language of the courtroom. 
To remedy this to some extent, it suggested the dis-

One theory is that the German 
submarines are refueling from se- 
cret caches of oil and provisions 
established on uninhabited British 
islands in the Caribbean. Informa- 
tion in the files of the State De- 
partment shows that German sail- 
ing. vessels frequented the Carib- 
bean in 1938 and the first part of 
1939, before the outbreak of the 
war. There are hundreds of unin- 
habited islands, and such secret 
caches would be entirely possible, 
it is thought. 


Still another theory is that the 
Germans are using a new type of 
submarine that does not depend on 
petroleum. Reports have reached 
the Navy of a moter that draws 
hydrogen from the water for its 
energy. No evidence has been 
found to give any substantiation 
to this theory. 


Amateur Patrol Boats. 


In 1918 amateur sailors and 
yachtsmen were recruited by the 
Navy for help with the submarine 
patrol. They operated extensively 
in inshore waters all up and down 
the coast. While undoubtedly they 
were helpful, naval officers today 
intimate that that help was very 
minor in a situation which was 
not nearly so grave as the one 
that exists today. 


Some refitted yachts are being 
used now, it was said, but the 
number is small in comparison 
with 1918. The Navy has been 
urged to pull in numerous other 
small craft and their owners— 
cabin cruisers, fast speed boats 
and small yachts with eager ama- 
teur commanders. 


The Navy points to difficulties 
in such a program. These boats 
must be refitted with equipment 
for lowering depth charges and 
with complicated and costly listen- 
ing devices. The depth charge is, 
of course, the chief weapon of such 
small vessels, since they are too 
light for any gun except a heavy 
machine gun. 


But depth charge equipment and 
listening devices are needed for 
fitting out completed destroyers 
and E-boats. They cannot be 
spared for these lighter amateur 
patrol vessels which, in any event, 
can be operated only in relativeiy 
good weather. A cabin cruiser, 
said one naval officer, cannot lay’ 
offshore 24 to 36 hours in bad 
weather in the winter, which is a 
prime requisite.

Dear Mom: ‘

East Indies, British or Americans. 
The Tokyo Government seems to 
have formulated:a separate policy 
in dealing with each national group, 
varying according to Japanese feel- 
ings and particularly with an eye 
to the relationship of Japan an 
the respective national groups. 
In the conflict which has been 
going on between Japan and China 
for close to five years now, the 
Japanese have taken no Chinese 
prisoners. Not a single Chinese 
prisoner has been brought to Japan 
or is interned there. The Japanese 
have executed their Chinese pris- 
oners. They have shot them, de- 
capitated them, bayoneted them 
and even buried them alive after 
making them dig their own graves. 


Beheading Contest. 
When the war first got under 
way in China, in the summer of 


11937, Japanese newspapers in Tokyo 


gave great prominence to a contest 
between two Japanese officers, en- 
gaged in operations in North China, 
as to who could behead the most 
Chinese by the sword. The score 
was reported daily and amounted 
to between 200 and 300 victims each 
before the newspaper dropped the 
story, at the instance of the Jap- 
anese Government, which came to 
realize what sort of impression it 
was creating abroad. According to 
the reports published, the Chinese 
were being beheaded in “combat,” 
but it was all too evident that they 
were prisoners of war who were 
being executed behind the lines. 
The Chinese have reciprocated in 
kind. Although the Chinese have 


claimed thousands of Japanese pris- 


oners since the outbreak of war, 
only a small number have been held 
in internment camps at Chungking. 
These prisoners were allowed to 
write home and their letters were 
transmitted by the Chinese author- 
ities, before the present Pacific 
war, through the intermediary of 
the American Government. 

At first the Japanese received the 


letters and apparently forwarded. 


them to the relatives of the pris- 
oners, but later they declined to 
receive any more on the ground 
that “Japanese are never taken 
prisoner.” 


Classic Example of Code. 
According ta the feudal warrior 
code of Japan, death is preferable 
for a Japanese soldier to being tak- 
en prisoner. A classic example, re- 
peatedly cited in Japan in recent 
years, wag -that of Maj.. Noboru 
Kuga, who was taken prisoner in 
the fighting near Shanghai in 1932. 
Kuga was wounded by the explo- 
sion of a hand grenade and was 
taken prisoner by the Chinese and 
removed to Nanking, then the cap- 


Tientsin and Hongkong. 

Japanese animosity toward Brit- 
ain, manifest for years as the re- 
sult of Government-inspired propa- 
ganda, showed itself by the indigni- 
ties inflicted on Englishmen at 
Tientsin in the summer of 1959, 
when they were made to strip at 
the barrier of the foreign conces- 
sions, blockaded by Japan. Shock- 
ing atrocities, recalling those in 
Nanking when the Japanese cap- 
tured the former Chinese capital in 
December, 1937, were placed on rec- 
ord before the House of Commons, 
when British Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden reported last March 
10 that British officers and men 
captured by the Japanese at Hong~ 
kong had been bound hand and 
foot and bayoneted, and that wom- 
en, both -Asiatic and European, 
had been raped and murdered by 
Japanese troops, a charge that was 
corroborated by a State Depart- 
ment announcement based on inde- 
pendent reports from American of- 
ficia] sources, 

Until lately, there was no reason 
to suppose that American prisoners 
were being mistreated by the Jap- 
anese, and recently the State De- 
partment announced that, while 
neutral observers had not been per- 
mitted to report on the condition 
and treatment of American military . 
and civilian prisoners in the Phil- - 
ippines, parts of occupied China, 
Hongkong, the Netherlands Indies 
and Malaya, “the German, Italian 
and Japanese governments are ap- 
parently abiding by their under

Signs of Change. 

Japanese radio broadcasts record-

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Writers on War Plant Tour Found 
Navy’s Censorship Enlightened, 
Army’s Ill-Informed and Arbitrary 


War Department Men Told Correspondents 
Their Orders Required No Explanation— 
Policy Changed From Day to Day.

A Washington Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 30.—A drastic 
reorganization of Army censorship 
appears likely as a result of a 24- 
day tour of war industrial plants 
by newspaper writers which con- 
cluded in this city Thursday night. 
Until Pearl Harbor, the Navy had 
been the more secretive of the 
armed services. Strangely enough, 
throughout the trip, its supervision 
of copy proved liberal and enlight- 
ened. 

That of the Army was in gen- 
eral ill-informed, chaotic and arbi- 
trary. On occasion it grew bad- 
tempered, Correspondents were 
admonished in some cases that 
military orders required no ex- 
planation and permitted no argu- 
ment. 

Without exception, the corre- 
spondents were zealous to with- 
hold information that might aid 
and comfort the enemy. All were 
experienced in writing at their own 
risk, according to judgment 
conscience, under the civillian code 
of Byron Price, the top censor. 

For the first time they were 
compelled to operate with com- 
plete Army and Navy censorship. 
Every syllable of copy was scruti- 
nized. Word, sentences and para- 
graphs were altered or deleted at 
will. Once or twice a day the cor- 
respondents were assembled and 
instructed, just what things they 
had seen and heard could be re- 
ported, what must be shrouded in 
circumlocutions and what could 
not be so much as referred to. 

How They Differed. 

The Navy’s procedure was based 
on the broad and rational ground 
that anything widely publicized. in 
the past was unrestricted. The 
Army’s notion appeared to be that 


* on Dec. 7 enemy agents were sud- 


denly smitten with total loss of 
memory and destroyed all their 
records; and that since Pearl Har- 
bor they have ceased to read scien- 
tific journals and magazine articles 
and advertisements. 

The Navy has one central] Bureau 
of Public Relations, which alone 
has authority and responsibility for 
issuing releases. The Army has 
four such offices. There is the 
War Department’s Bureau of Pub- 
lic Relations, under Maj. Gen. A. D. 
Surles. The Air Corps, ground 
force and services of supply each 
have their press departments. In 
theory, all Army censorship and 
information head up to the desk 
of Gen. Surles. In practice, the 
four offices put out their respective 
“stories” independently, with little 
co-ordination of policy or timing, 
and often, it appears, in unmis- 
takable competition. 

The Navy assigned one officer to 
accompany the writers throughout 
the tour. In addition to personal 
qualities of tact and courtesy, he 
was a thoroughly trained news- 
paper man and an expert on naval 
affairs. 

The Army sent three relays of 
officers in pairs, all fronf the press 
section of the Services of Supply. 
Two were lawyers, two were for- 
mer copyreaders on newspapers 
and two were suspected by the cor- 
respondents of having obtained 
their jobs through political influ- 
ence. One, who had been in the 
Army three weeks, was frankly 
“breaking in” on this tour. 

Rows Were t, 

If any dissension occurred be- 
tween the Navy’s censor and offi- 
cers acting as press chiefs of naval 
districts, it was not suffered to 
appear on the surface. There were 
frequent rows between censors rep- 
resenting the War Department and 
Public Relations officers of local 
ordnance districts. 

Something like a brawl took place 
fin one Middle West district. The 
resident press officer defied the 
War Department censors, threat- 
ened to open the plants under his 
jurisdiction to local newspaper men, 
declared he would authorize them 
to ignore release dates governing 
the tour. He was brought to heel 
only by orders from W n. 

It was stressed that su on 
of the writers to censo p was 
“voluntary,” but-two alternatives 
were always implied and some- 
times expressed. One was that, in 
case of disobedience, press confer- 
ences with industrial executives 
would be canceled. The other was 
that an offending reporter would 
be forbidden to enter any war 
plants. 

The Army officers constantly 
averred that nothing was left to 
their discretion, and that they were 
compelled blindly to follow orders 
from the War Department. If so, 
these orders were constantly 
changing. For example, it was 
permissible for two weeks to men- 
tion the Defense Plant Corpora- 
tion. Suddenly the name became 
taboo. It was explained that the 
Defense Plant Corporation “didn’t 
want publicity,” though in Wash- 
ington it issues newspaper releases

It had presumably been cleared 
by one or another of the War De- 
partment’s censorship offices. It 
gave in headlines the name and 
purpose of the device, and also 
illustrated it with a large and 
vivid photograph. 

At the Baldwin Locomotive 
Works, on May 6, there was dis- 
cussion of a new model to succeed 
the M-3 medium tank which hap- 
pens to be the Ordnance Depart- 
ment’s classic of ill design. Cor- 
respondents were forbidden to men- 
tion the later model by letter and 
numeral, but were instructed to 
call it “a new and improved tank.” 
On the stands of Philadelphia the 
same day there was for sale a 
scientific journal which not merely 
gave the tank’s technical name, 
but exhibited the model itself in 
a photograph that told all. 


Other Specific Cases. 

On at least two occasions, mem- 
bers of the touring group were 
cautioned that certain things were 
utterly “hush-hush,” only to find 
complete details on the same day 
in the columns of local newspapers. 
One was at Wichita, with regard 
to a plant building “somewhere in 
Kansas” for the manufacture of a 
new development in air vehicles. A 
journal of that city, in a dispatch 
headed with the forbidden name 
of the plant’s site, fully identified 
the nature of this secret con- 
trivance. 

At Buffalo the correspondents in- 
spected e part of a new ship 
which théy were told to describe 
only as “a cargo plane for mixed 
services.” Hours earlier newspa- 
pers all over the country had print- 
ed press service accounts of the 
plane’s christening the day before 
with the name of “Commando.” A 
Buffalo newspaper gave specifica- 
tions as to range, seating capacity, 
engine power and speed. The mili- 
tary censors, on being informed of 
these facts, telephoned to Washing- 
ton, and that night authorized the 
party to use the phrase “Curtiss 
Commando.” 

It was permissible to give the 
names but not the addresses of 
the two oldest employes of West- 
inghouse, in the Philadelphia area. 
It was forbidden to tell whether 
gun-firing tests from Airacobra 
planes on Lake Ontario succeeded 
or failed, thbugh the results threw 
light of extreme public importance 
on the status of two vital ordnance 


programs. 

As to the “Slant” of a Story. 

Assurance was constantly given 
that while facts were censorable, 
opinions were free. The corre- 
spondents believed they found two 
instances in which military censors 
sought to “slant” a story. J. H. 
Kindelberger, president of North 
American Aviation, Inc., maker of 
the B-25 bombers that raided To- 
kyo, gave an interview at Kansas 
City in which he said the automo- 
tive industry had done “a magnifi- 
cent job” in making aircraft en- 
gines and ordnance, but had failed 
in its allotted task of supplying 
air frame parts and sub assemblies 
to aviation factories, It was strong- 
ly suggested that Kindelberger’s 
praise of the motor car industry 
should be played up and his crit- 
icism played down. Most of the 
correspondents refused to accede. 

At Akron, O., top experts of the 
country gave a picture of the syn- 
thetic rubber situation indicating 
that Washington authorities had 
permitted the public to be misled 
through disastrously deceptive es- 
timates of future production. This 
information was brusquely de- 
clared to be “off the record.” The 
explosion that followed was the 
prime battle of the tour.

Traffic Enough for Railroad. 


Thousands of trucks, jeeps and 
cars will be necessary to supply 
Alaska. In fact, so many vehicles 
will be required that engineering 
experts of the National Resources 
Planning Board believe our route 
to Alaska should not be a highway 
at all, but a railxoad, The board 
has figured out that it will take 
hundreds of trucks to haul the 
equipment and men which might 
be transported by only one train. 

This controversy is not yet end- 
ed. The job of Gen. Hoge and his 
Army Engineers is to shove 
through a pioneer road. Then the 
Public Roads Administration will 
come along to apply the surfacing 
and finishing touches. At this 
stage of the proceedings, the Na- 
tional Resources’ Board is fairly 
certain to ask for a railroad. Pro- 
ponents of the highway admit that 
a railroad could carry far more 
supplies, but where, they ask, are 
the rails going to come from? We 
already have a steel shortage, and 
what about the difficulty of hold- 
ing grades to 2 or 3 per cent? The 
highway advocates also believe 
that trucks will be easier to ob- 
tain than extra railroad rolling 
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stock, 

In any case, the Army Engineers 
will do the job. They have built 
highways, railroads, dams, build- 
ings and monuments. They made 
the original Pacific railroad sur- 
veys and picked out the routes 
that get such lines as the Union 
Pacific and the Santa Fe across 
the Rocky Mountains. To date 
President Roosevelt has made $10,- 
000,000 available for the Alaskan 
highway. Anthony J. Dimond, 
Delegate in Congress from Alaska, 
believes the total cost of the proj- 
ect will be approximately 35 mil- 
lion dollars.

Gen. Hoge’s Career. 

Gen. Hoge had been long trained 
for this crucial task. He was grad- 
uated from West Point in 1916 at 
the age of 22. He fought through 
most of the first World War as a 
Captain of Engineers and. was 
awarded the Distinguished Service 
Cross for extraordinary bravery in 
action. He also won the Silver Star. 
When American forces needed a 
pontoon bridge across the Meuse 
River, Hoge volunteered to recon- 
noiter. Amidst splashes from en- 
emy cannon, Hoge picked out. the 
spot for the bridge, then super- 
vised its construction. When the 
pontoon structure finally bobbed 
in the water, he led across a train 
of heavy supply wagons, while the 
Germans unlimbered another long-

Censorship Within Russia. 

But if Stalin had no propaganda 
machine for himself outside Rus- 
sia, there are effective propaganda 
and censorship devices within the 
Soviet Union. For instance, Werth 
says that foreign reporters, through 
casual questions at a press con- 
ference with Lozovsky, learned 
‘that the great Dnieper Dam had 
been blown up by the Russians. 
This news was immediately cabled 
to the outside world, Werth adds,

Interpretation of New Regulation 

. on Sugar for Canning. 

An interpretation of the new reg- 
ulation which makes supplemental 
supplies of sugar available for 
home canning and preserving Was 
made public yesterday by Edwin 
R. Meyer, chairman of the  §&t. 
Louis Rationing Board. 

The new regulation permits 
home canners to obtain, in addi- 
tion to the regular allotment for 


normal use, one pound of sugar for | In 


each four quarts of fruit to be 
canned, and, for each member of 
the family unit, an additional 
pound of sugar for use in making 
preserves, jams, jellies and fruit 
butters. 

This supplants the regulation 
which provided five *pounds of su- 
gar annually for each person for 
canning. Any sugar acquired un- 
der that regulation is to be deduct- 
ed from allotments made under 
the new rule. 

Meyer pointed out that the new 
regulation encourages home can- 
ning, rather than preserving, be- 
cause the canning process requires 
less sugar, 

Those who wish to obtain sugar 
for canning or preserving may ap- 
ply this week at any of the city’s 
nine branch libraries between 9:30 
a, m. and noon and between 1 p. 
m. and 4 p.m. After this week 
applications will be taken only on 
Wednesdays and Fridays, 

One member of a family may ob- 
tain the supplemental allowance 
for each of its members. The ap- 
plicant must have at the time of 
applying the ration card for each 
person for whom application is 
made,

Increase Granted at Ohio 
Plant, but Boost Above 
Prevailing Scale Is Re- 
fused.

etability should not be created

Rent Control Policy 


In an endeavor to clear up mis- 
understandings and for the guid- 
ance of landlords and tenants, the 
following statement has been  is- 
sued by the St. Louis Real Etate 
Exchange and has been approved 
by Israel Treiman, chief attorney 
for the St. Louis Office Price Ad- 
ministration: 

“1. No compulsory rent regula- 
tions have yet been issued by OPA 
for this area and such regulations 
will not be issued prior to June 28, 
1942, 

“2. In keeping with the spirit of 
the Emergency Price Control Act, 
landlords are urged to reduce 
rentals to the March 1, 1942, level 
as soon as they consistently can. 

“8, In cases where rents have 
been raised after March 1, 1942, 
and have not been lowered, tenants 
are legally obligated to pay the in- 
creased rentals until the regula- 
tions become effective.

Pioneer | 
At 85, The Bishop 
Still Roams Wilds

SEATTLE, May 3. 


I1G-WIGS of the Episcopal Church trooped into London 
a few years back for a world pow-wow. They came from 
all over the world. And it’s reported the gentlemen from 
the far spots were slightly informal, you know—and none quite 
so informal as ruddy-faced, 
plain-spoken, the Rt. Rev. 
Peter Trimble Rowe, the 
Bishop of Alaska. 
And to this day Bishop 
Rowe chuckles about it. 
You see, the Bishops were 
asked to tea at Buckingham 
Palace. Rowe hadn’t given 
Buckingham protocol much 
thought because his working 
clothes for years had been 
high boots and an Eskimo 
parka. But his son insisted, 
“Father, you know you must 
wear a Bishop’s hat to Buck- 
ingham.” 
“What? Where do you buy 
the things?” 
The Bishop bought “the 
thing,” wore it, and felt silly. 
Then the conference ended. 
The Rowes, father and _ son, 
were packing in a rush when 
the Bishop. found the silk- 
lined box holding his little 
bishop’s hat.

JUDGE PAUL FARTHING OF THE ILLINOIS SUPREME COURT. HE 
LEARNED TO USE A TYPEWRITER IN A SCHOOL FOR THE BLIND.

HEN Paul Farthing cam- 
W paigned for election to the 

Illinois Supreme Court in 
1933, he had plenty of opposition, 
and not only from his political op- 
ponents. There were many who 
felt that even though he’d been 
a successful lawyer and a success- 
ful County Judge, he couldn't carry 
out the many and arduous jobs of 
a Supreme Court Judge for one 
reason: the fact that he was blind. 


It was only natural for his critics 
to feel that way, Judge Farthing 
admits now. He didn’t blamé them 
much, but neither was he discour- 
aged by them. He continued his 
campaign, won the election, and 
then proceeded to become the 
hardest working Justice on the 
court. In the nine years of his 
term, now drawing to a close, he 
has written more opinions per year 
than any other Judge on the court, 
and with a taste for still more 
hard work, he’s now running for 
re-election. 


Proud ag they are of hig record, 
his family and friends aren't espe- 
cially surprised. They've grown 
too used to the casual way in 
which he’s surmounted obstacles 
ever since he was 12 years old; in 
fact ever since that day when he 
was reaching for the apple in the 
orchard and a playmate said, “Wait 
I'll shoot one dewn for you”"— ad 
then stumbled as the gun went off. 


Moving in darkness from that 
day on, he’s accomplished many 


minor miracles, not only in his edu- 
cation and career but in daily life. 
As you see him run up and down- 
stairs, quickly and sure-footedly 
walk around his home and office 
without faltering or fumbling, 
reach with perfect assurance for a 
telephone or an ashtray, you al- 
most forget that he cannot see. 


“I’m really not so different from 
anyone else,” he says, a little im- 
patiently. “There’s no use accen- 
tuating my blindness and most 
people forget about it. I haven't 
used is as a crutch. [I’ve had a 
lot of help from my family and 
they’re largely responsible for any- 
thing I’ve done.

“Then in the fall of 1905, Chester 
and I and our sister, Nell, went to 
Lebanon to McKendree College,” 
he continued. “We lived together 
to save expenses because you can 
realize that a country lawyer send- 
ing three kids-to college has no 
fun. All in all mother and father 


sent the seven of us to college a 
total of 34 years.” 


“When we got out of school the 
three of us, Chester and I and 
Martin Oehmke, whom we'd met 
at college, came to Hast St. Louis. 
We didn’t know anybody here but 
father thought East St. Louis was 
going to be the big town in Il- 
linoig 80 we opened our office. The 
first year we did $419.69 worth of 
business and spent $330 of it for 
an office and telephone and didn't 
need either one. We could have 
done just as well with a soap box 
or a hat apiece. The next year we 
did better. We made a thousand 
dollars and 40 cents more and then 
one year we made an increase’ of 
$3500, a terrific amount.” 

At first it was nard for the blind 
lawyer to get clients even to talk 
to him, but he found that when he 
did produce results he got far 
more advertising for them. Then 
the war came and both his brother 
and partner went to war and he 
ran the practice by himself. 

“I came in the office one day 
and found them talking about 
which one should go,” he said, 
“and I told them they both had to 
go, that I could get by alone,”

The FBI immediately started an 
inquiry to deterniine the’ identity 
of a Nazi “tipster” whose activi- 
ties, to the unpracticed eye, might. 
appear innocuous. But after the 
FBI uncovered with painstaking 
thoroughness the amazing evi- 
dence, one of the most active 
agents of a foreign power in the 
United States was unmasked; her 
wealthy, German-born husband 
was disclosed as her aide, and 
dozens of clews resulting subse- 
quently in the identification of 
other enemies within the gates 
were obtained.

With minute care, each car 
was traced from factory to sales- 
room to purchaser, until it was 
established beyond doubt that the 
machine in “Arnold’s” possession 
was owned by George Bodenschatz, 
president and owner of the Superi- 
or Welting Co. Louisville, Ky., 
who had been reported to the FBI 
as early as 1918. Photographs of 
Bodenschatz were positively identi- 
fied at Cincinnati as those of the 
man known as “Arnold.” The prob- 
lem for FBI “fishermen” now was 
to determine whether he was whale 
or minnow.

T was hardly necessary for FBI 

agents to leave their office to es- 

tablish that Margarete Gaertner 
had been a guest of the Boden- 
schatz couple in 1936 and in 1939 
at their sumptuous apartment in 
Louisville. During those years she 
was engaged part time as an em- 
ploye of the German Embassy at 
Washington. Later when the WPG 
wag incorporated into the Nazi re- 
gime by the Ministry of Economics 
and the society section of the Ges- 
tapo, she became the director prin- 
cipally because of her knowledge 
of persons and places in America. 


By this time the FBI knew it 
was on the trail of one of the 
most successful propaganda agents 
in: the United: States, and began 
the long process of establishing the 
extent of her activities. They 
found she had lectured throughout 
the nation to clubs, church, civic 
and school groups describing the 
splendid situation under Hitler and 
defending policies of the Nazi 
party. She was assisted in arrang- 
ing engagements by various Ger- 
man consuls.

Ultimately he 
was introduced to Mrs. Gaertner, 
who told him that the person to 
see was Mrs. Bodenschatz of Louis- 
ville, Ky. Later the minister re- 
ceived letters asking him to ar- 
range speaking engagements for 
the Louisville woman, both from 
her and from Mrs. Gaertner. These 
letters, and others, were later to 
become evidence of great value. 


From others who had visited 


Germany and from loyal natural-~ 


ized German citizens, the FBI 
continued to gather irrefutable evi- 
dence that Mrs: Bodénschatz was 
working Gnder the direction of a 
foreign power; that her traveling 
expenses in Germany were paid 
by the Nazi Government and— 
more important—that the cost of 
mailing her pamphlets was borne 
by Germany when that nation 
elected to distribute them. In the 
natural order of things, it was de- 
termined, the - printing cost was 
charged to the Bodenschatz leather 
manufacturing firm, which in turn 
charged them off on income tax re- 
turns as “advertising costs.” Thus, 
in effect, Uncle Sam bore the cost 
of the Nazi propaganda. 


Lest ‘the value of the work of , 


Bodenschatz should be lost in the 
blazing glory of his wife’s achieve- 
ments, the FBI recovered the 
following letter she sent him from 
Germany: 

“The Secretary of State said 
Germany: had much to thank the 
family of Bodenschatz, for what

by this propagandist and were able 
to show that her writings were 
merely revisions of Joseph Goeb- 
bels’ own phrases.

Revisions typed on pages turned 
out from Mrs, Bodenschatz’ type- 
writer had been written, it was 
scientifically established in the 
laboratory of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation at Washington, on 
the same machine that was used 
in Margarete Gaertner’s corres- 
pondence from Berlin to her agents 
in the United ‘States. :

 -fPpbeans for a change? This is a 


dish that lends itself admir- 
ably to home cooking and no 
household should be without its 
favorite recipe. A real treat when 
served with Boston brown bread. 
Here is the recipe for baked beans, 


‘New England style. 


Cover two cups of pea beans with 
four cups of cold water and place 
in a cool place to soak overnight. 
In Ine morning, if the beans have 
not absorbed all the water,. drain 
it off and save it, although this 
proportion is just about right for 
complete absorption. Start the 
beans to cook with fresh cold wa- 


ter to cover, about three and one- 


half cups, and cook over low heat 
in a tigh covered saucepan. 
Beans must not boil, so remember 
to keep the heat ‘low and the 
saucepan tightly covered while 
they-are simmering. By doing this 


our process becomes one of steam- 


ing and the beans will swell and 
gradually absorb some of the wa- 
ter. One hour of simmering, from 
the time the simmering point is 
reached, is ample hare whey prepare 
the beans for the pot and 
oven cooking. 

Carefully drain the beans, saving 
the water. Place a slice of salt 
pork on the bottom of the earthen 
pet and pour in the beans. Now 
bury a piece of scored pork, weigh- 
ing about one-half pound in the 
center of the beans and prepare 
the seasoning as follows: One-half 
cup of Puerto Rico molasses mixed 
with one-half cup of bean water or 
plain boiling water, one-half tea- 
spoon of mustard, one-quarter tea- 


teaspoon of finely chopped onion. 
Mix thoroughly and pour over the 
beans, lifting the beans carefully 
with a spoon so the seasoning will 
go to the bottom of the bean pot. 
Cover the bean pot and place ih a 
slow oven to bake for six hours. 

Once an hour add a little water, 
lifting the beans gently so the wa- 
ter will seep through. The water 
should be about even with the 
beans. If too much water the 
beans will be stewed, if too little 
they will be dry. Uncover thre bean 
pot the last hour of cooking so the 
pork may become crisp and 
browned. Serve with thinly 
Boston. brown bread. |

One-pound baking powder cans 
may be used for this purpose, but 
cover must be tied securely with a 
piece of, string, as the bread in ris- 
ing could force off the covers. 
Place cans on trivet in steaming 
kettle, pour boiling water into ket- 
tle until it reaches half way up 
around ‘cans. Cover kettle and 
steam four hours, adding water 
from time to time as it evaporates,

F SOME of the gentlemen crying all over the West Coast about the 
$5000 wartime limit on new set material for any one film should 
happen to drop in this week at the Art Theater, 3143 Olive street, 
they might dry their tears, open their eyes and see something that 
means more to the audience of even a smart comedy than the price 
of the spiral banister down which the Ambassador is Discovered 
Sliding. : 
What we mean is brilliance—brilliant writing, brilliant handling 
and certainly, in the object lesson at the Art Theater, brilliant acting. 
It’s only a matter of using what we have—even if it’s less than $5000— 
where and how it’s most effective; and in this catastrophic emergency, 
judging from those Western wails, where, oh, where shall *we get the 
taste and intelligence which that demands? 


It’s only fair if a lithe controversial to add that there are plenty 
‘of men in Hollywood with both, and the best of them expect necessity 
_ to uncover resources more important than the exclusively financial.
